Responsibility for Crime 
in San Francisco. 


\ 


It is disappointing to find the Visalia, Times, which usually 


manifests regard for the truth and respect for the essentials of good 
government, apologizing for violence and disorder and trying to 
justify Its position by misrepresenting the position of other journal* 
mad putting arguments never employed in the mouths of others. 
However, it is the privilege of the Visalia paper to1 defend riot and 
jnurder if it chooses; to pettifog and misrepresent; to impugn 
motives and cast slurs—that is a matter for the individual conscience 
to determine. But there are some things which cannot be ;deter- 
irrined by misrepresentation and appeals to passion and prejudice, 
*ome fundamental precepts and principles which cannot be over- 
thrown by base insinuation and colored by false statements'of facts. 


The preservation of order and the protection of person and 


property is the first and supreme duty of government. In San 
Francisco that duty devolves upon Mayor Taylor because he ap- 
points the police commission, and through that body controls.the 
selection of the chief of police and the policy and conduct of the 
police department. It » a confession of incompetence to say that 
the police couldn't prevent this or couldnt foresee that, cannot pre- 
vent riot or arrest rioters. 
Mayor Taylor made Captain Anderson 


chief of police and Captain Anderson had proved incompetent only 
very recently to deal with rioting and disorder in connection with 
the street car strike. An incompetent police captain is not a fit man 
for chief of police. In this instance, the appointment was a direct 
encouragement to violence and disorder. Any school boy could have 
anticipated what was likely to occ-ir on Labor Day. Chief Ander- 
son took practically no precautions to prevent trouble. When 
trouble came he apparently did not know how to deal with it. Per- 
haps he was willing that there should be disorder, artd unwilling to 
arrest persons engaged in criminal violence. At any rate, he justified 
his previo-is record. 


Now *he preservation of order and the protection of life and 


property is- not a question of unionism or non-unionism; it is not an 
issue merely between Patrick Calhoun and organized labor, and it 
is not a question to be determined by lying, insinuation, evasion and 
cowardice. It concerns the interests of every man, woman and child 
in San Francisco, rich or poor, union or non-union. It vitally affects 
the value of property, the stability of business and industry, the 
commerce and good repute of the city, and the welfare of all classes 
of society. Every act of violence in San Francisco, by reason, of the 
abnormal .-ondrtions existing there, is an assault on the prosperity 
and good name of the city. It is a blow against labor as well as 
capital 
Every stone hurled1 knocks some union laborer out of a job. 


Every drop of blood spilled cries out against incapacity, hypocrisy 
and evasion of public duty 


This question needs to be stripped of a variety of subterfuges 


and false assumptions. Riotous demonstrations against street cars 
and murdeious assaults on carmen ind1 passengers are not excusable 
because the officials of the United Railroads are under indictment 
for briber}. The innocence or guilt of Patrick Calhoun and his 
subordinates is not affected by the strike nor the merits of the dispute 
between the United Railroad's and the Carmen's Union. Calhoun 
and his a^ociatei are entitled, as every citizen is, to be tned fairly 
and impartially for the offenses charged against them'. If guilty, 
they deserve to be punished with due severity. 
But the attempt to 


make the strike a part of the prosecution is absolutely indefensible. 
This attempt began early and has continued ever since. It has pro- 
ceeded on the assumption that labor unionism stands for riot and 
disorder, which we regard as an insult to organized labor and an 
affront to popular intelligence and public decency. It is an assump- 
tion that h;is promoted crime and disorder and bloodshed, which have 
inflicted untold injury to every legitimate interest, every property 
holder and every law-abiding workmgman in San Francisco. 
It 


has led to all sorts of shameful intrigues and corrupt bargains. 
It has endvavored to make riot an aid and adjunct to legal process, 
and by corf using the public mind has bound up the car strike with 
the graft prosecutions and with the political rehabilitation of the 
city. 


There is just one way to enforce the law and Vindicate justice, 


and that i 
1- to punish every lawbreaker regardless of who he may 


be or what his occupation. This should be done by orderly and 
regular process and by honorable methods. There should be no 
distinction in person or method in applying the law. It is a travesty 
on justice and decency for men ostensibly engaged in purifying 
public moi als and vindicating the law to ally themselves on one 
hand with the forces of civic corruption and on the other with riot 
and disorder.

From this morning's Call we quote as follows: 
"Five non-union carmen are lying at St. Luke's hospital badly 


"wounded as an attack made upon ,1 United Railroads wrecking car 
shortly after midnight this morning by a crowd of strike sympa- 
thizers.

'public defense of crimes of this character.

Taylor's police afford practically no protection against this class of 
crimes.

FOOTBALL RULES REVISED 


TO MAKE CAME POPULAR 


Stanford and Berkeley Get Together to 


Make Improvements in the 


Rugby Code. 


^ BERKELEY. Sept. 11.—Instruction to 
football players In the University of Cali- 
fornia will hereafter be placed In the 
hands of players in tho form of a code 
of rules which have just been compiled 
by the rules committee, 
The rules com- 


mittee consists of the following authori- 
ties on 
football questions: 
Oscar 
N. 


Taylor, Percy Hall and TValter K. Tuller 
for California, and James I/ajiagan, H. 
W. "Williams and William Koerner for 
Stanford. 
The book which has just been 


Issued will be placed on sale in the near 
future. 
The rules are fmits of an ex- 


tended Investigation on the pant of the 
compilers and are as nearly perfect as 
they can be gotten In view of the differ- 
ences In the game In the various places 
where it Is played. Coach Ijanagan's In- 
vestigations in Australia w-erc of great 
value in the work. 


The compilation was abRolutely neces- 


sary on account of the diffioiiHIos encoun- 
tered last year when every team had 
rules of their own, and when a decision 
was made there was \isually more or less 
bickering and 
misunderstanding'. 
They 


will also be of great assistance to tho 
beginners who are constantly being pen- 
alized for unconscious 
violation of the 


rtiles and to schools learning the game. 
The niles have been prescribed to the 
players of the two universities as part of 
their 
football training. 
In 
themselves 


the rules really provide a course of in- 
struction for 
Interested followers. 
The 


authorities undoubtedly had this in mind, 
as l.t J3 potent that the understanding of 
the game Is essential to its enjoyment. 


Particular attention has b>;en taken to 


prevent foul and tricky playing. 
Any 


tactics with Intent to injure an opposing 
player will be summarily dealt with In 
order U> stamp out such practices. Special 
attention has also l>een paid to the case 
of wilful obstruction or interference. Ref- 
erees are Instructed to deal very sharply 
with al! cases of this nature, as this has 
been a growing practice through players 
deciding to take the risk of a penalty to 
gain or save a try by unfair play. This 
practice is so contrary to the spirit of the 
game that the board have decided to deal 
with Jt upon the same footing as rough 
or foul play or misconduct. 


This, is a most Important rule, and at 


present Is not so generally observed es it 
should be by the referees. 
There Is un- 


fortunately a very pronounced tendency 
on their pert TO whistle Immediately a 
law has been infringed without waiting 


10 gains the advantage of trie 


infringement, 
-That part of the rules that explains the 


scoring ought to prove very 
useful to 


spectators, ae most of them are unable 
to count up the score at present. The 
manner of scoring differs decidedly from 
the American game.
